CHicaGo, Nov. 12.~—[By the Associated 
Press.] In the Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union Convention this morning an 
amendment to the constitution forbidding 
partisan political action Game up 00 a mo- 
tion for its adoption. It was argued at 
length pro and con. Mrs. J. Ellen Foster 
of Iowa supported the motion, charging the 
convention with partisanship and with 
aspersing the Republican leaders. The mo- 
tion was adopted by a heavy majority. 

At the afternoon session Mrs. 8. Clem- 
ents of Pennsylvania reod a paper on 
“Purity lu Literature and Art.” Mrs. E. 8. 
Ingelis of Missouri spoke on “Narcotics,” 
She treated particulurly on the evil effects 
of cigarette-smoking, and suggested that 
the best way to fight na reotles was to teach 
the children. 

Miss Gertrude Ferguson of Kentucky 
read a report on “Flower Mission,” written 
by Miss Jennie Cassedy of Kentucky. 

Miss Jennie Swith of Maryland, —— 
tendent of railroad misslon work, told what 


had been done during the year. 
Mrs. 8. Mees of New Jersey read 
the report “soidiers and Sailors.“ She 


announced that President Huris mn had 
just seut out an order forbidding the sale 
of liquor by sutiers, She complimented 
Gens. Schofield and Howard because of the 
example of total abstinence they set for 
their inferiors, The convention then adopted 
a vote of thanks to the two generals, 

Mrs. E. N Peters read «report on work 
among the lumbermen and miners, 

With a view to ascertain what s rt of 
women were preseut lu the convention, 
Miss Willard asked all that had been 
school teachers „t any time to rise. Of the 
407 delegates present 379 ruse. Ail who 
bad been Sabbath-school teachers were 
asked to rise, and every delegate in the 
convention rose. 

Gen. Clinton B. Fiske made a brief 
speech. He said that Vice-Pres.dent Mor- 
lob was a good man to have on the prohibi- 
tion side.

Another Race War Threatened in 
Mississippi. 

Mempnis, Nov. 12.— [By the Associated 
Press.] On Sunday evening at Shelby 
Depot, Miss., a negro entered Nelson’s 
saloon and called for a drink, which he 
refused to pay for.

TRIPLE TRAGEDY. 


AN EX-PREACHER KILLS WIFE, 
CHILD AND HIMSELF. 


The Affair a Result of Domestic 
Difficulties—All Three Victims 
Die Almost Instantly— 
The Inquest. 


By Telegraph te The Times. 

STOcKTON, Nov. 12.—[By the Associated 
Press.] O. A. Ross, a preacher living near 
Lockford, early this morning shot and 
killed his wife, his &year-old son and him- 
self, He was a Methodist preacher for 


traveling about and — 
ing books, He bad not lived happily with 
bis wife, and they separated some time ago. 
She supported herself and boy by teaching 
school near Lock ford. and made her home 
near the residence of Frank Foster. 
For some time past Ross has been driving 
to the schoolhouse and taking bie wife 
A at the close of school hours. He did 
this yesterday and remained with ber all 
night. He arose at 5o’ciock this morning 
and shot her through the core with a 
pistol while she was asleep, kiliing her in- 
stantly. The report awakened the little 
boy, who slept in the adjoluing room. He 
rushed into his parents’: room and the 
father shot him twice, once in the cheek 
and once in the temple, causing instant 
death. Before Foster’s family could reach 
the room Koss shot himself in the head, 
and soon died. 
The Coroner held an inquest this after - 
noon over the bodies of the three victims, 
and the jury returned a verdict in accurd- 
ance with the facts already stated. It is 
thought that Mrs. Ross’s refusal to return 
and live with her husband was 
the cause of the tragedy. Relatives of the 
murdered women say that Ross had on 
several occasions during the past few years 
threatened his wife. She was urged to seek 
a divorce, but feared that such action 
would prompt him to carry out ‘his threats. 
Mother and son will be buried in the 
fatnily plot at L»ckford, but the remains of 
Ross will be interred by the county. as the 
12 refuse to give them a resting place 
the village cemetery.

Fatal Affray Which May Cause a 
War of Tribes. 

Denver (Colo.), Nov. 12.— [By the Agso- 
elated }’ress.| A Durango (Colo.) special 
to the Republican says: News has 
reached here today of a quarrel be- 
tween Od Latch,” chief of the 
Piutes, and Cowboy“ and his 17-year-old 
brother, sons of “Oid Wash” of the South- 
ern Ute tribe, on the Biue Mountain range 
near a place called Double Cobblus. The 
quarrel originated over a Navajo blanket. 
which Old Hatch” accused “Cowboy” of 
stealing. “Cowboy” denied, and oue word 
brought on another until “Hatch” started 
for his gun, whereupon “Cowboy” agd his 
brother shot him dead. The Piutes present 
tuen turned upon the murderers aud killed 
both of them. 

This caused great commotion among the 
Piutes, who puiled camp and scattered, 
leaving their dead lying on the ground 
where they fell. The Southern Utes, how- 
ever, returned and gathered a large pile «f 
logs, placed “Cowboy” and his brother 
thereon, together with their guns and other 
personal e ects, and cremated them, at the 
same time kiiling 25 horses. The latter 
ceremony was according to tradition, the 
Iudians believing that in so doing they as- 
sist in sending the spirits of tne dead 
Indians to the happy huuting grounds. 

Fifty Piutes are now assembled in the 
Blue Mountains, and 100 warriors from the 
S uthera tribe have gone to meet them, and 
it is berieved a bloody battle will take place 
in a few days.

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A LESSON” FROM THE NORTH- 
WEST. 


It is frequently asserted that cold 
temperature has a beneficial effect 


35 upon enterprise of every description, 


and this is perhaps the only advantage 
which colder secticns have over South- 
ern California. In point of fact, the 
unfortunate denizens of these colder 
cohntries must be active. They have 
to hustle around in order to keep 
warm, not to mention the necessity of 
digging food out of the snow during 
the winter months. While, however, 
colder communities may have more 
power to run aroynd—and perhaps to 
run forward—there is no reason why 
we should not be able to imitate them 
in this land of perpetual sunshine, at 
a respectful distance, taking our time, 
as it were. 

We are incitedto these remarks by 
the perusal of a letter in the Baltimore 
Sun, from St. Paul and Minneapolis, 
detailing the methods pursued by those 
phenomenons of the Northwest to at- 
tract immigration and capital. 

To begin with, these two cities 
have the advantage of close rivalry 
to spur them continually to increased 
efforts. Itis as if Los Angeles and 
San Diego were as close together as 
are Los Angeles and Pasadena. It is 
“twin city” everywhere, up there, but 
the twins do not love each other, to 
any very alarming extent. 

The joint population is 425,000. That 
is, itis said to be that. Minneapolis 
says it is divided this way: Minneapo- 
lis, 225,000; St. Paul, 200,000. St. Paul 
says the odd 25,000 belongs to her. To 
the observing visitor it is plain that 
Minneapolis is right. There is a tre- 
mendous race all the time to see which 
city can get out the fattest direc- 
tory. Both cities are wonders of prog- 
ress. Minneapolis has broad streets, 
broad pavements, broad people. Its 
milling capacity is 37,475 barrels daily; 
its elevator capacity is 13,340,000 
bushels. It is a center of 30,000 miles 
of railroad. Last year it erected 4357 
buildings, worth $9,923,837. All its 
residences sit back from the broad 
streets upon grass plots of their own, 
and there no railings before them. 
It has 1 acres of park. It has 
miles upon miles of streets paved with 
red cedar blocks from Michigan. The 
pavement is laid upon stout boards, 
with an underbase of gravel. 

The correspondent says the inhabi- 
tants of the twin cities are forever 
blowing their horns with magnificent 
results. The business men of Minne- 
apolis have got up a handsome illus- 
trated book of 140 pages for gratuitous 
distribution. The Chamber of Com- 
merce of St. Paul, instead of moping 
drowsily and passing resolutions which 
its hopes the papers will print because 
its members are rich and respectable, 
hump themselves each year and pub- 
lish for the world an illustrated book 
of the same size, giving every possible 
point about their city. 

In St. Paul are miles upon miles of 


lar residences. Eastern men, who 
visit these cities, feel twinges of jeal- 
ousy at the spirit of “get-up-and-get”’ 
evident on every hand. The two cities, 
ten miles apart, are rapidly becoming 
one. Already Minneapolis has 65 
miles of horse railway, and 22 miles of 
steam motor facilities. The whole 
street railway system of the two cities 
are under one management. St. Paul 
has two cable lines, and Minneapolis, 
to get even, is building 20 miles, to be 
followed next year by 20 miles 
more. Four steam railway lines 
make half hourly trips between 
the two cities. In St. Paul they 
are putting down 35 miles of elec- 
tric road, besides adding five miles of 
cable to the existing plant. The streets 
are alive with men at work. The 10 
miles intervening between the twin 
cities are practically a continuous vil- 
lage. Rush, push, bustle and business- 
like activity are everywhere. 

Now, if American enterprise can 
accomplish so much in the bleak and 
inhospitable climate of Minnesota, 
what should it not be able to do in 
this garden of the world? All we need 
is the same variety of energy—and the 
same amount of it—which charac- 
terizes our friends of the Northwest. 
They help themselves, and thus en- 
courage others to come in and help 
them. They do not sit down and wait 
for tourists. Let us imitate them as 
far as we can. Surely it cannot be 
that the most glorious climate in the 
world must necessarily carry with it 
a manana-like, dolce far niente spirit 
of easy going contentedness, which 
ever waits for others to do what it 
should itself undertake. If so, then, 
indeed, isa mild, climate not an un- 
alloyed blessing. But we do not be- 
lieve that it is so.
